laxative Properties, is every way qualified for

cannot well miſs of Succeſs; as Coſtiveneſs of 
the Body is apt to produce an Uneaſineſs, and, 
conſequently, Heat in the Inteſtines, which is 
naturally enough communicated to the Urina- 
ry Parts, with which they have fo cloſe a 
Connexion.

and often from a prepoſterous Uſe of Aftrin. 


gent Injections, proceeds a STRICTURE, vul- 
garly and improperly call'd a Carnoſity ; it 
being, in reality, a Contraction and Shrivel- 
ling up of the Membrane that immediately 
lines the Urethra: a Symptom frequently ac- 
companied with a Gleet, and ſometimes with 
an Irritation-to make water ; the Urine, which 
comes away in a double Stream in the Begin. 
ning, terminating in a Dripping. This In- 


cident is one of the moſt troubleſom of the 


whole Venereal Tribe; and, from being pro- 
tracted, becomes dangerous: inaſmuch as 
it is apt to cauſe a total Suppreſſion of Urine, 
the Conſequence of which is generally a Col- 
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lection of Matter in the Perinæum, that ever 
leaves a Fiſtula behind it. On which account 
no Accident of this Claſs merits our Conſide- 
ration and Regard more, nor admits of an 
eaſier or more certain Cure, if early attended 
to. But ſhould it be of any long Duration 
it turns out obſtinate, and is not remedied 
without much Pains and Patience. The Re. 
moval of it conſiſts in paſſing a ſmall Candle, 
and ſuffering it to remain in the Paſſage Half 
an Hour, every, or every other, Day, rubb'd 
with Oil, and introduced gently and without 
Force up the Urethra till it reaches beyond 
the Place affected. When Difficulties attend 
the Paſſing of this Candle, it will be proper to 
anoint the Part the whole Length of the 
Urethra with Mercurial Ointment, and to 
recur to Bleeding,” mild Purging, and the 
warm Bath, to relax the Fibres previouſly 
to the Uſe. of it. And tho* we ſhould be 
foil'd in the firſt Attempts, yet, by perſiſting, 
Time will get the better of it. The Candle is 
to be repeated once a Week for ſome Months 
after the Complaint is removed. The Method 
is, to begin with a ſmall Candle, and to in- 
creaſe the Size of it, till the Cure is accom- 
pliſh*d. 

A ſudden Stopping of the Running, either 
thro? Cold or any other Accident, frequently 
produces a Swell*d Teſticle; which is ever

attended with great Pain in the Back as well 
as in the Part itfelf, When This happens, 
it will be abſolutely neceſſary to take away 
immediately a large Quantity of Blood, and 
to apply a Pultice of Bread and Milk with 
ſome Mercurial Ointment in it, juſt ſufficient 
to keep the Pultice moiſt, the Teſticle in the 
mean while being ſuſpended in a Bag- Truſs. 
In caſe of Coſtiveneſs, it will be expedient to 
inject a Clyſter previouſly to the Exhibition of 
an Ipecacoanha Vomit, - Should the Symp- 
toms ſtill ſubſiſt, notwithſtanding this Cir- 
cumſpection and Management, Bleeding and 
the Vomit muſt be repeated, this Practice ſel- 
dom failing to bring on the Running again; 


' which ſhould be ſuffer'd to continue for ſome 


time, e' er any Attempt be made to check it. 
It may be uſeful likewiſe every other Night 
to give three or four Grains of Calomel in ſome 
Conſerve of Roſes : And, if the Pain be not 
removed, it will be requiſite every Evening to 
recur to an Opiate. 

A Bubo, or Swelling in the Groin, is a 
very common Symptom in this Diſtemper ; 
which begins with a Hardneſs in thoſe Glands, 
and as that Hardneſs increaſes, grows extreme. 
ly painful. While Matters are in this State, 
it will (without waiting for Suppuration) be 
proper to apply a Cauſtic, and make a large O- 
pening; and, when the Slough is ſeparated, to 
deſtroy 
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deſtroy the Glands by Precipitate and Lunar 
Cauſtic : or, ſhould theſe Applications happen 
to fall ſhort of anſwering that Intention, to 
cut them intirely out. The Sore in this Caſe 
generally heals kindly : eſpecially, if ſome 
Mercurial Ointment be rubb'd upon the Legs, 
and the Unction repeated between whiles, 
till the Cure be perfected. It will be 
adviſeable likewiſe to keep the Body open, 
during the whole Continuance of this Affair, 
by proportionꝰd Doſes from time to time of 
the Purging Electary.

FNF ALL the Remedies recurr'd to in re- 
lieving the Diſeaſed Part of Mankind, 
there are none of ſuch general Service and 
Advantage, as That of Buzz pin; as there 
is no one, on the other hand, attended with 
more pernicious Conſequences, when indirect. 
ly and injudiciouſly order'd. A number of 
Illneſſes are abſolutely owing to too great a 
Quantity of Blood: in which Caſes there is 
ever of courle an indiſpenſable Neceſſity for 
proportionably draining this Fluid. Tho? in 
the preceding Comment there is pointed out a 
Variety of Occaſions, where Venæſection is 
indicated previouſly to, or along with, this or 
that particular Medicine; yet, perhaps, it 
may be no difagreeable Taſk I perform, in 
the Opinion of the Generality of my Readers, 
in thus collecting thoſe ſcatter'd Directions.

Again, in Apoplectic Diſorders, a Dyſen- 
tery, or Bloody-Flux, and irkſom Heat of 
the. Bowels, we muſt bleed in Proportion to 
the Illneſs: which we muſt likewiſe generally 
do in the Beginning of Fevers, and as religi- 
ouſly abſtain from Drawing away Blood on 
their Decline ; as, from being Inflammatory, 
they are often at this Period degenerated into 
the Nervous Kind, when the Chief of the 
Affair is to be tranſacted by a liberal Applica- 
tion of Bliſters, 


Bleeding, 
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Bleeding, again, ought to be directed in 
Large Abſceſſes, where there is an exceſſive 
Turgency from the Flux of Humours, and 
a great Oppreſſion of Nature from immode- 
rate Heat.
